Than 85O.OOO—Tho Children of All 


Miutrr Mason* Can Secure » Com- 


plete Education In Any Course. 


BOSTON, Aug. 30.—In their pursuit of 


methods for putting into practical ef- 
fect the principles of their order—fra- 
ternity and charity—some of the prom- 
inent members of the Knights Templar 
are developing a project which, if real- 
ized, according to the ideas of its orig- 
inators, will prove to be one of the 
grandest and most commendable out 
growths of the closing- years of this 
country.

He Protests His Innocence, of 
the Death of Howard Pietzel. 


Believes the Bones Unearthed at In- 


dianapolis. Those of the Boy. 


Admit* He, Wag In Indianapolis Wltli the 


I4»d, Hu6 Saya Hnward Wns Turned 


Over to Hatch—Holmes Gavo the 


Clew to tlie .Finding of the JJoueB. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—Lawyer W. 


A. Shoemaker had another'long1 con- 
ference in prison with his client; the 
alleged wholesale murderer, H. H. 
Holmes, during which the prisoner 
protested his innocence of complicity 
in the killing of 
Howard Pietzel, 


whose bones are said to have been 
found in a dwelling near Indianap- 
olis. 


Holmes states that he is almost cer 


tain that the fragments of human 
bones unearthed by the detectives are 
those of the missing lad, but declares 
that -the boy was ^murdered by .the 
mysterious Hatch. He further posi- 
tively asserts that Hatch killed both 
of the other Pietzel children. 
When 


Detective Geyer returned from the 
west he willed on Holmes and was fur- 
nished with a clue that led him to In- 
dianapolis. 


Holmes appeared to .bo willing and 


anxious to aid the detective in locat- 
ing Howard Pietzel, and gave Geyer 
valuable information that led to the 
finding of the. bones. 
Mr.' Shoemaker 


says.that his client can prove beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that he could not 
ppssibly have 
killed 
young How- 


ard 
Pieteel. 
He 
admits 
that 


he 
was 
-in . Indianapolis 
with 


the boy, but 
that 
Howard was 


turned over to the care of Hatch an,d 
and that he (Holmes) was not*in In- 
dianapolis at the time" the crime is said 
to have been committed.^" Holmes said 
that he met Hatch in Chicago and that 
he was given to believe that Howard 
and Miss Williams had gone to Buffalo. 
No steps have been taken by the dis- 
trict attorney in reference to the new 
developments, and nothing will bo 
done until Detective Geyer returns. 


CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 


The PolBon With Which Young Pietzel 


Wns Killed—Holmes to Bo Indicted. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 30.—The 


drug with which Howard Pietzel was 
killed before his body was burned in 
the big stove in the Irvington cottage, 
was ascertained Thursday. A part of 
a bottle of cyanide of potassium was 
found buried in the barn. It was giv- 
en to the coroner, who remarked, 
"that if there was any killing- to be 
done this is the drug with which to do 
it quick." 


Boj-s digging under the 
Holmes' 


house, in an unfinished portion of the 
cellar, found the two feet of Howard 
Pietzel. They had been burned, but 
not destroyed, und were evidently too 
bulky to put into the chimney hole. 
"With the feet was found buried a 
five-quart can, 
There was some coal 


oil in it. 


All of the witnesses were before the 


coroner and grand 
jury Thursday. 


The coroner will undoubtedly corro- 
borate the conclusions already reach- 
ed by the detectives and reporters. 
The grand jury will return an indict- 
ment against Holmes. 


THE OVERCOAT. 


More Relics of Little Howard Pietzel Un-

house where Holmes is thought to have 
murdered little Howard Pietzel, at Ir- 
vington, is the center of attraction, 
and crowds of people visit the neigh- 
borhood asking if any more ghastly 
relics have been found. Eighteen teeth 
have now been secured and turned 
over to a dentist that he make a cast 
of them as they were in nature.

ulster belonging to little Howard has 
been found, and in the pocket were a 
Sunday-school paper and a handker- 
chief. 


Detective Geyer now declares that 


he has proof positive that Holmes oper- 
ated in eleven states. 


The physicians who have studied 


this end of the case believe that Holmes 
first gave little Howard morphine, and 
then doubled up the body and put it in 
the stove.

on the route from Sandusky lo Ports- 
mouth and claims it is the most prefer- 
able route for the canal. 
In an inter- 


view Wednesday be said: 


"1 have been investigating for a long 


time as to the facts which should have 
weight in selecting the route for the 
canal, and will give you some of the 
results of such investigation. If the 
object to be obtained is simply the 
shortest route from Lake Erie to the 
Ohio river, then the canal should be 
constructed through the eastern por- 
tion of the state. From Cleveland to 
Wellsville on a direct line the distance 
would be about SO miles. 
Of course, a 


canal route would havu to. be much 
longer. Inasmuch as the object to be 
obtained in the construction of this 
canal is not simply a short route from 
the lake to the river, but, on the con- 
trary, the primary consideration being 
to secure a. practical waterway from 
the lake to the ocean, the river, as well 
as the canal, must 
be considered. 


Viewed in this light, the shortest route 
ahoye specified, taken in connection 
with tho great length of shallow river, 
would l>e entirely out of question. 


The route from Cleveland to Marietta 


on direct line would be about 1-10 miles, 
but there we have the same objection, 
in loss degree, of a loner distance of 
shallow river, and the same objection 
to a less degree, would be good against 
a route from Cleveland to Pomeroy, or 
from Huron or Sandusky to Pomeroy, 
the distance on a direct line from 
Cleveland to Pomeroy being about 165 
miles, and a little less from Huron or 
Sandusky bay to Pomeroy ; but owing 
to grades and some shallow river, all 
those lines, if surveyed, would be found 
to be comparatively impracticable. 
There are but three routes worthy of 
consideration, as follows: 
"First, Sandusky Bay to Portsmouth; 


second, Sandusky Bay to Cincinnati, 
and third, Toledo to Cincinnati; The 
fact of there beiug slate canals extend- 
ing from lake to rher is no evidence 
whatever of their having been con- 
structed over the best routes, or even 
over good routes. The true history of 
the construction of such canals would 
show the fact that the survey made 
from Sandusky Bay to Portsmouth was 
found to be the most meritorious of any 
of the surveys made by the . state, and 
would have been the route adopted for 
construction but for the fact that the 
members of the Legislature from the 
eastern and western portions of the 
state entered into a combination to 
build two canals instead of one, and b}' 
outnumbering the members from the 
central portion of the state constructed 
the two canals, one through the eastern 
part and one through the western part 
of the state, regardless of the merits of 
the routes. The proposed ship canal 
being a national affair, it is to be hoped 
that sectional considerations will not 
be regarded, but that merit alone will 
control in the selection of the route 
through the state. The route from 
Sandusky 
Bay 
to 
Portsmouth, 


on a direct line would be about 180 
miles, and a canal could be constructed 
near river grades with 200 miles, and 
the maximum grade need not exceed 
940 feet above the ocean or 307 feet 
above Lake Erie. The summit between 
Sandusky bay and Portsmouth would 
be near Bucyrus. On the general level 
it is about six miles north of Bueyrus, 
but on river levels it would be but 
few miles further south. On this route 
there is a state canal from Columbus to 
Portsmouth, which shows that part of 
this line. Between Sandusky bay and 
the vicinity of Bucyrus a lock would 
be required, but for many miles south 
of Bucyrus no locks would be required. 
From Bucyrus to Columbus, about 0:5 
miles, there is a descent of about 2 
f. et. 
"This route would be about 25 miles 


shorter.than the present state canal 
from Toledo to Cincinnati, and tue 
maximum grade would be less. The 
altitude of that canal, as given at New 
Bremen, Aug-laize county, is 3S7 feet 
above Lake Erie, and the railway track 
at the same town is 405 feet, the canal 
being 7S feet below the railroad track. 
This route from Sandusky bay 
to 


Portsmouth enters the Ohio river below 
the Big Sandy river, and there is a good 
depth of water from there to Cincin- 
nati, aud the distance of good river 
water from Portsmouth to Cincinnati 
might not be a serious objection in con- 
sideration for material difference in 
the cost of construction between this 
route and the route from Toledo to Cin- 
cinnati If the length of the river 
from Portsmouth to Cincinnati be re- 
garded as a serious objection, then the 
second route, that from Sandusky bay 
to Cincinnati, should be adopted, for it 
would be shorter and less expensive in 
construction than the lino from Toledo 
to Cincinnati."
